About 2 r. M. the finemj’s inteitrp end

diviffios, who were intrenohed su a ^llj 
woodland across a swsmpj revise about a 
mile in the rear of Mechaaicsvitle. 

The first Penuffylvania rifiet (BnehtaUsy, 
and CampbelFs Feans jlvaaia batter j were 
on picket dutj, all of whom, except one 
company, fell back bekind the breastworks 
and rifle pita, where n lino of battle was 
drawn up. Campaay K of tha BaektaiD, 
who were on piakat beyond the railrosd, 
were surrounded by the eaemy, aad tka 
last that was known of them they wort 
trying to cut their way thvsugh. It ia 
presaimed the grsaterpertieB of them were 
taken priaonera. The enemy advanced 
down at the rear of Mechaaaville, on a tow, 
marshy ground, were our forces were drawn 
up behind rifie-pHs nnd earthworks ea an 
eminence on tho northerly side of the ra- 
re vine, when the* conflict beeeato most ter- 
rible. 

The rebels, with the moot determined 
courage, attempted to prcM forward over 
miry ground; but the ballets aud grape-shot 
irU bImmo Uk» BlOWn^ tlMflft 

down. This eeuUnued Gil dark, when they 
withdrew. The cannonading was kept up 
on both sides until about 9 p. n., when the 
battle ceased. Our forces were eevered by 
earthworks, aad suffered but alighUj. 

Late in the afternoon the enemy made a 
charge with cavalry. About 100 of them 
came rushing down, and attempting to 
cross the ravine, the horses became mired. 
A squadron of our cavalry seeiag their pe- 
tition, made a charge down the hill, when 
the cavalry men abandoned their horses 
nnd fled. 

.The infantry fight was then renewed, and, 
according to the statement of my infom» 
ant. Surgeon Humphreys of the Fennsyl- 
vania backtail regiment, continued until 
about 7 A. u., when a retreat was ordered, 
very much agaust the will of the Pennsyl- 
vania boys, who begged to be allowad to 
hold their position. 

The outer forces then began to fall back. 
Porter's corps were some distance below Dr. 
Oaines' residence. 

Of the next day’s battle the corraepond- 
ent •says the eannonadiag aad mnahetry 
was terrific. Duryea's gallant Zoos van 
were lying upon the ground for two hoors, 
while our batteries were sfatlUng the woods 
over them. Finally, towa''ds night, tha en- 
emy attempted to break the center lint, in 
front of Duryea’s Zooaves. 

The musketry firing became terrific, last- 
ing twenty or thirty minntes. Shortly af- 
terwards an attempt waa made to break 
tkrongh the right, which was repulsed, and 
half an hoar later another attempt was 
made on the left wkh the same reenU. The 
battle bad then been raging for some hours, 
without any apparent change or advantage

Patfxt Water Drawxr. — We have ex- 
amined the modal of a very neat and inge- 
nious water drawer, patented by Messrs. 
Brown ft Kent, May 20, 1862, and one of the 
articles complete is now working at Gath- 
rigbt’s atove store, on Market street, be- 
tween First and SMond streets, where Mr. 
Joseph Kent, of New Albany, can be seen, 
who will fully explain its operation. The 
well curb is of the usual pattern but it has 
a cylindrical windlass with conical ends, 
and so arranged that when the rope is 
wound round it, in ascending, the bucket is 
thtown from the centre of the cylinder to 
the apex of tbo cone, near the side of the 
curb. At the same time, a double chain 
attached to a valve in bottom of the , 
backet is worked by a lever so as to open the 
valve and let the water Ibll into a dioebarg- 
ing spout in the side of the curb. If more 
water is' drawn than ia required, the sur- 
plus is received in a dripping spoat and 
carried back to the welL This prevents 
the ground from becoodag wet ia sumsser 
and eevered with ke in winter. The appa- 
ratus is put up, complete, for six dollars, 
which is not more than fifty cents dearer 
than a curb without improvements, and 
when they are attached a child can easily 
turn tha crank and draw water. Mr. Kent 
ia ready to adapt them to any wells, and 
they strike as ac a very great saving of 
time, labor and trouble. Thoee whose prem- 
ises are not fitted with pumpe, should not 
fail to have this new water drawer put up. 
Having seen thisingenioos piece of mechan- 
iem, we heartily indorse the usefulness of 
this new iovention, and every farmer should

The cavalry at the White House guarded 
the departure of the iMt wagons and horses, 
which moved off at the Federal avacuation 
and joined the fores of Oaneral Stonainan, 
who wars hovaring in the vicinity all day. 
After teeing their trains off, and securing 
their entire safety, General Stoneman, with 
the entire force, moved off in a direction 
that I am not at liberty to state. 

General Casey reports that ha lost not a 
man, nor did he leave a aoul behind, not 
even a contraband. 

At 10 o’clock on Saturday morning. 
Colonel Ingall’s and Captain Santelle 
were befora Vorktown with an immense 
convoy of vessels and steamers, on their way 
to the new baM of operations on Jamas 
river. They would doubtleea move down 
immediately to Fortress Monroe and await 
the instructions of General McClellan. A 
number are already up the James river 
under the protection of the gunboats. 

Since au early hour Saturday morning, 
Gen. McClellan hM been deprived of a tele- 
graphic communication with WMhington. 
He abandoned its use several hours before 
it was cut, doubtless being fearfol that the 
enemy might, by placing a magnet on the 
wires, read his orders. Direct communica* 
tion with Gon. McClellan is now being 
opened by the gunboats up the mouth of 
the Chiekabominay. 

New Yonx, June 30. 

The New York Herald’s report, dated 
the 27th, states our killed, wountled and 
missing that day reached 1,200. 

The object of the movement was to bring 
Porters and other divisions into moreolose 
connection with the rest of the army; in 
fact, changing the front of the whole of our 
forces, with our center and left pressing 
on Richmond. It wm expected on Saturday. 
It was a virtual surrender or vacating of a 
long line of defenses heretofore just up to 
Mechaniesville. In order to have the whole 
force within effective distance, also to al- 
low the rebels to follow up, and, if possible, 
to bag them, McClellan ottered Oen. Porter 
to withdraw two miles this side of Gaines’ 
Mills, early on Friday morning, which ~vm 
done the evening following, the rebels think- 
ing they bad gained a victory over our 
troops, slowly moving back in order, fight- 
ing as they went, crossing the Chickahomi- 
nj, and reached the position desig[nated for 
their occupation.
